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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


ADVANTAGE  OF  ATTENDING  THE  SPRING  AND 
SUMMER  QUARTERS 

Teachers  in  seLvice  and  prospective  teachers  may  secure  credit 
towards : 

1.  A  two-year  Certificate  course    (a  five-year  license). 

2.  A  Bachelor  of  Science  degree    (a  life  license). 

3.  A  Sophomore  license  (valid  for  two  years). 

4.  A  renewal  of  license  (valid  for  one  year  for  six-weeks  attend- 
ance, or  two  years  for  two  such  periods  of  attendance). 

Teachers  in  service  who  need  none  of  the  foregoing  requirements 
may  take  advantage  of  additional  courses  in  their  special  lines  of  work 
and  at  the  same  time  take  courses  in  Education  that  will  enable  them  to 
keep  abreast  of  new  theories  and  practices  in  the  field  of  teaching. 

By  entering  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  tej^m  of  the  Spring 
quarter  (April  23rd)  and  continuing  throughout  the  Summer  quarter 
(ending  August  17th),  it  is  possible  to  earn  a  half-year's  credit. 
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LICENSE  TO  TEACH 

A  license  to  teach  may  be  secured  in  any  of  the  following-  manners: 

1.  By  completing  tha  four-year  degree  course. 

2.  By  completing  a  two-year  Certificate  course. 

3.  By  completing  two  years  of  college  work,  including  21  hours 
of  Education  for  a  Sophomore  license. 

4.  By  taking  the  regular  State  Examinations,  given  at  the  College 
at  the  close  of  the  Spring  quarter,  the  middle  of  the  Summer  quarter, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  quarter. 

RENEWAL  OF  LICENSE 

Any  first  or  second-grade  license  (including  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege certificates)  may  be  renewed  for  one  year  by  attending  State 
Teachers  College  for  the  last  half  of  the  Spring  quarter  or  either  term  of 
the  Summer  quarter,  and  for  two  years  by  attending  two  such  terms, 
provided  the  expiration  date  of  the  license  was  not  more  than  one  year 
prior  to  the  closing  date  of  the  renewal  work.  The  student  must  obtain 
credit  in  eight  quarter  hours  of  academic  work  for  a  one-year  renewal  or 
sixteen'  quarter  hours  for  a  two-year  renewal,  one  course  of  which  must 
be  in  Education  unless  the  student  already  has  a  total  of  twenty-one 
quarter  hours  in  Education.  The  grades  obtained  in  these  courses  must 
each  be  "C"  or  above. 

The  fee  for  renewal  is  SI. 50,  in  the  form  of  a  money  oilier,  pay- 
able to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners.  This  fee  must  accompany  the 
license. 

NOTE: — The  foregoing  certification  regulations  are  in  effect  at  the  time 
this  bulletin  goes  to  press,  but  any  new  rulings  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education,  promulgated  before  the  opening  of  either 
the  Spring  or  Summer  quarters,  will  be  put  into  effect. 

ADMISSION 

By  Certificate — Students  are  admitted  to  the  college  upon  the 
presentation  of  fifteen  acceptable  units  of  high  school  work  from  an 
accredited  high  school.  High  school  certificates  attesting  credits  should 
be  sent,  by  mail  in  advance,  direct  from  the  principal  of  the  high  school 
attended  to  the  Registrar  of  Mississippi  State  Teachers  College.  For 
further  details,  see  the  bulletin  of  April,  1933. 

By  Examination — Students  above  high  school  age  who  lack  the 
necessary  units  for  entrance  may  take  entrance  examinations  on  the 
Saturday  before  the  opening  of  any  quarter.  Those  desiring  to  take  such 
examinations  should  make  written  application  on  forms  furnished  by  the 
Entrance  Credits  Committee  of  the  College. 
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By  Tra.nscript  from  Another  College — Students  from  colleges  or 
universities  of  recognized  standing  are  admitted  upon  the  presentation 
of  a  transcript  of  credits,  showing  honorable  dismissal  from  the  institution 
formerly  attended,  provided  the  scholastic  work  done  in  the  institutions 
previously  attended  has  been  satisfactory.  Transcripts  showing  both 
high  school  and  college  credits  should  be  mailed  in  advance  directly  from 
an  official  of  the  institution  formerly  attended  to  the  Registrar  of  Missis- 
sippi State  Teachers  College.  For  further  details,  see  the  bulletin  of 
April,  1933. 

Attention,  Former  Students  of  Mississippi  State  Teachers  College — 

Before  returning  to  resume  work  in  Mississippi  State  Teachers  College, 
former*  students  should  secure  from  the  office  of  the  Registrar  a  new 
MEMORANDUM  OF  CREDITS  to  be  used  as  a  guide  in  classification. 
If  this  suggestior^  is  not  heeded,  considerable  delay  and  inconvenience 
may  result  at  the  time  of  registration. 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  REGISTRATION 

Registration  Day  is  the  first  day  of  each  quai\ter  (and  the  first 
day  of  the  second  half  of  the  Spring  quarter  and  of  the  Summer  quarter). 


*  't 
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A  fee  of  S2.00  is  charged  for  registering  after  Registration  Day. 
No  exception  to  this  rule. 

A  fee  of  $1.00  is  charged  for  each  course  changed  after  the  second 
day  following  registration.  No  change  permitted  after  the  first  week 
of  the  quarter  or  the  half  quarter. 

AMOUNT  OF  WORK  PERMITTED 

Those  entering  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  a  quarter  may  take 
16  hours  of  academic  work  for  the  quarter.  Those  entering  the  first 
day  of  the  third  week  may  not  take  more  than  12  hours.  No  credit  allow- 
ed for  those  entering  after  the  first  day  of  the  third  week, 

Foi'  the  half  quarters  (in  Spring  and  Summer),  those  entering 
during  the  first  week  may  take  8  hours  (not  more)  for  the  half  quarter. 
Those  who  ari.3  one  week  late  may  take  only  6  hours.  No  credit  allowed 
for  half-quarter  students  who  enter  more  than  one  week  late. 

Students  who  make  straight  A's  in  eight  hours  of  academic  w^ork 
and  straight  B's  in  the  remaining  eight  oi^  more  hours  of  academic  work 
are  permitted  to  take  twenty  hours  of  academic  work  during  the  next 
qua:7ter  of  attendance.  Students  taking  only  twelve  hours  must  make 
straight  A's  in  all  twelve  hours  in  order  to  be  eligible  to  take  eighteen 
hours  of  academic  work  during  the  next  quarter  of  attendance. 

Seniors  who  lack  only  thirty-six  academic  hours'  credit  for  gradu- 
ation may  take  twenty  hours  during  either  one  of  their  last  two  quarters, 
provided  they  shall  have  made  a  minimum  of)  sixteen  quality  points  dur- 
ing the  previous  quarter.     One  grade  of  D  forfeits  this  privilege. 

Physical  Education — Every  student  under  the  rank  of  junior  is  re- 
quired to  take  two  hours  of  Physical  Education  weekly,  most  of  which 
courses  count  one  hour  credit  in  addition  to  the  regular  sixteen-hour  load. 
Phys.  Ed.  33  and  Phys.  Ed.  40  are  theoiry  courses  and  they  may  not  be 
countedl  in  addition  to  the  regular  sixteen-hour  academic  load.  Students 
who  are  physically  incapacitated  to  take  the  regular  work  are  given 
special  theory  courses.     See  P.  Ed.  Department. 

ABSENCES 

A  student  who  is  absent  from  any  class  as  much  as  thi^ee  times 
for  a  four-hour  course,  and  two  times  for  any  other  class,  during  the 
quarter,  without  legitimate  excuse,  will  be  barred  from  final  exami- 
nations in  that  class  and  a  grade  of  "F"  will  be  recorded  against  him  in 
that  course.  Instructors  must  make  regular  reports  on  the  first  Monday 
in  each  month  on  a  blank  furnished  by  the  Chairman  of  Class  Attendance 
Committee  of  all  unexcused  absences  for  the  month  preceding.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  a  student  shall  justify  his  absences  when  he  returns  to 
class;  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so,  the  instructor  is  requested  to  report  the 
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(absences  incur|;'^ed  as  unexcused.  Once  any  absence  is  reported,  the  in- 
istructor  has  no  power  to  change  it.  Three  unexcused  tar  dies  will  be 
counted  as  one  unexcused  absence.  Absences  on  a  day  preceding  or  fol- 
lowing a  holiday  count  double. 

A  student  who  is  absent  for  any  reason  will  be  required  to  make  up 
by  special  tests  all  the  work  missed.  No  credit  in  any  course  is  allowed 
if  the  student  is  absent  for  more  than  one-third  of  the  number  of  recita- 
tions. 

Chapel  Attendance: 

All  students  aite  required  to  attend  chapel  on  Mondays  of  each 
week.  A  numbered  chapel  seat  for^  the  quarter  will  be  assigned  to  each 
student  upon  registration.  If  thei  student  is  not  occupying  this  seat  at 
any  chapel  program  he  is  recorded  as  absent  and  this  absence  is  reported 
to  the  Attendance  Committee. 

V  EXAMINATIONS 

The  last  day  of  the  quarter  is  devoted  to  final  examinations.  A 
student  who  is  absent  from  any  examination  without  previous  arrange- 
ment with  the  Dean  forfeits  all  credit  for  the  quarter.     Students  leaving 
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before  the  end  of  any  qiiarrer  with  a  grade  of  "I"  (those  whose  attend- 
ance and  class  work  entitle  them  to  a  tentative  passing-  grade  for  the 
minimum  of  attendance  covering  two-thirds  of  the  total  class  meetings) 
must  return  here  to  take  the  final  examinations.  If  it  is  impossible  for 
the  student  to  return  at  the  time  of  the  regular  examination,  he  must 
take  the  examination  at  some  time  during  the  following  quarter  of  at- 
tendance, cr  the  'T"  will  automatically  become  an  "F".       , 

EXAMIXATIOXS  FOR  GRADUATI>Xt  SENIORS 

Seniors  are  to  be  exempt  from  final  examinations,  at  the  end  of 
the  quarter  in  which  they  are  doing  their  final  work  for  graduation,  in 
those  courses  in  which  their  class  grade  is  "B"  or  above,  provided  they 
have  made  an  average  of  "B*'  or  above  in  all  their  academic  work  for  the 
two  preceding  quarters. 

LIVING  ACCOMODATIONS 


All  students  of  freshman  and  sophomore  standing  are  required  to 
live  in  the  college  dormitories  and  take  their  meals  in  the  dining  hall. 
Students  transferiing  from  other  institutions,  regardless  of  classifica- 
tion, are  required  to  live  in  dormitories  and  take  their  meals  in  the  dining 
hall  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  residence.  These  regulations  do  not 
apply  to  students  living  with  parents  or  relatives  in  or  near  Hattiesburg. 
The  administration  reserves  the  right  to  insist  upon  upper  class-men 
li\'ing  in  the  dormitories  if  deemed  expedient. 

Written  approval  for  living  off  the  campus,  mailed  directly  to  the 
Dean  of  Women,  is  required  from  parents  or  guardian  of  women  students 
under  tAventy-one  years  of  age.  Dormitory  assignments  for  young  wo- 
men wil  be  made  by  the  Dean  of  Women  after  payment  of  fees. 

Living  accomodations,  other  than  the  dormitories,  must  be  selected 
from  a  list  approved  by  the  college  authorities,  and  may  not  be  changed 
except  by  the  consent  of  the  Dean  of  Women  or  the  Chairman  of  the 
Housing  Committee.  No  student  is  allowed  to  move  during  the  quarter 
except  under  unusual  conditions.  The  approved  lists  are  posted  on  col- 
lege bulletin  boards,  and  copies  may  be  secured  from  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  Women.     No  student  should  rent  a  room  off  the  campus  by  mail. 

Further  information  concerning  housing  regulations  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women. 

All  students  not  living  in  their  oa^tl  homes,  whether  rooming  in 
the  dormitories  or  in  private  rooms  or  rooming  houses,  are  likewise  sub- 
ject to  regulations,  control  and  super\'ision  of  the  college.  The  college 
uses  its  efforts  to  safeguard  such  students  but  no  responsibility  can  be 
assumed.

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Laundry — If  the  student  wishes  the  college  to  furnish  laundry 
service,  the  charge  will  be  the  actual  cost  to  the  college, 
which,  under  the  present  contract,  is  |3.00  per  half  quar- 
ter for  a  very  liberal  list.  This  fee  is  payable  in  advance 
at  the  beginning  of  each  half-quarter,  and  the  service  is 
not  furnished  for  less  time  than  one-half  quarter. 

Notice:  All  students,  faculty,  officers  and  employees  rooming 
in  dormitories  are  required  to  take  their  meals  in  the 
college  dining  hall.  Others  who  take  part  of  their  meals 
in  the  dining  hall  are  charged  twenty-five  cents  a  meal. 
No  deduction  in  living  expenses  is  made  for  an  absence 
of  less  than  two  weeks,  and  then  only  when  the  absence 
is  necessary.  No  refund  of  board  is  made  on  account 
of  withdrawal  after  ten  days  in  residence,  and  before 
that  time  in  special  cases.  ; 

Graduation  Fee — A  graduation  fee  of  five  dollars  for  a  degree, 
and  one  dollar  for  a  certificate  is  payable  three  months 
before  graduation.

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CERTIFICATE  AND  DEGREE  COURSES 

CERTIFICATE  COURSES 

These  are  two-year  college  courses  based  on  15  units  of  high  school 


work. 


The  certificate  obtained  by  completing  either  of  these  courses  is 
by  law  a  first  grade  license  to  teach  in  the  elementary  grades  of  the  pub- 
lic schools'^  of  Mississippi  for  a  period  of  five  years,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time  the  license  may  be  renewed  for  a  period  of  one  year  each  by 
six  weeks  in  attendance  in  this  college  (H.B.  396,  Sec.  1,  Chapter  201, 
Acts  of  1922). 

One  who  holds  ?<  certificate  dated  prior  to  September,  1928,  may 
secure  a  new  five-year  certificate  by  completing  sufficient  additional  work 
in  residence  to  meet  present  certificate  requirements. 

There  are  two  certificate  courses,  the  Lower  Elementary  course 
and  the  Upper  Elementary. 

DEGREE  COURSES 

These  are  four-year  college  courses  based  on  fifteen  units  of  high 
school  work.  They  are  intended  for  teachers  w'ho  expect  to  make  teaching 
their  profession  and  wish  broad  scholarship  as  well  as  special  preparation, 
that  will  fit  them  for  professional  elementary   supervision,  high   school 
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teaching,    or    for    administrative    positions    such    as    principalships    and 
superintendencies. 

The  completion  of  these  courses  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  which  is  by  law  a  professional  license  to  teach  in  any  position 
in  the  public  schools  of  Mississippi  for  life.  (H.B.  396,  Sec.  1,  Chapter 
201,  Acts  of  1922).
